3. It is estimated that CTA has a mobilization requirement for 
Air Force personnel in excess of five hundred, Firm categorized data

4. In discussions with representatives of the Air Force Director 
of Training and the Chief, Reserve Activities Group, Directorate of 
Military Persomel, it was suggested that our Air Force reserves be 
Placed in the mobilization designee category as a first step toward’ 
the fulfillment of the above stated Agency mobilization requirement, 

I coneur with this suggestion and hereby propose that it be adopted 
and recommend that immediate action be taken to designate
